Selecting the chief winner,? from the great mass of 
letters received has not been an easy task. To the con- 
sidered judgment of the Editors, the following lead the 
list, not only for their remarkable entries, but for their 
strict observance of the rules of the contest and they will 
be awarded the cash prizes as mentioned below: 

FIRST PRIZE OF S200— To Constance Ayres. 16 years 
old, for her letter describing her experience in saving 
her little sister from death on a railroad trestle before an 
oncoming train*, in 1940, when Constance was 10 years 
old. Constance lives at .21 J North Glendale, Peoria, Illi- 
nois, and is still remembered in her home town for her 
heroism. She was badly injured during the rescue, fall- 
ing from the bare tracks of the trestle into a stony creek, 
fifteen feet below. Her little sister, a child of S years, 
had caught her feet between the tiles of the tracks, but 
Constance saved her life. 

SECOND PRIZE OF SI 50— To Mrs. Lettie M. Flem- 
ing of Granville Summit, Pennsylvania, for her thrilling 
letter describing her rescue of her two-year-old son from 
a pack of wolves. The wolves had been captured and 
chained by a hunter. Mrs. Fleming's child wandered Into 
the circle of wolves, believing they were friendly dogs. 
How Mrs, Fleming broke into the wolf-pack, and with 
her bare hands, snatched her child from the jaws of the 
wild animals and saved herself as well, is an experience 
full of true courage of a mother whose infant was in 
danger. 

THIRD PRIZE OF Si 00— To John Smolka, director of 
the Boys* Club, 1017 Main Street, Asbury Park, New 
Jersey, for his description of the act of heroism he per- 
formed as a Marine to receive the Silver Star. Making a 
human target out of himself, with bullets whizzing by 
his head on the bloody beach of Guadalcanal, Smolka 



sent flag signals to i destroyer. His semaphore message 
brought the destroyer's fire upon the Japanese and saved 
his battalion from destruction. 

FOURTH PRIZE OF S75— To Jessie Grant Biggs, 78 
years old, of Lafayette, Indiana, a true pioneer of the 
Western plains, for his remarkable story of his fight 
with the Indians when, as a boy, his father took him 
across Kansas in a covered wagon to find a homestead, 
Mr, Biggs worked in a defense plant from the time the 
United States entered the recent war. He is still in Rood 
health and believes the spirit of the pioneer remains in 
all real Americans. 

FIFTH PRIZE OF $50— To Sergeant Robert 1. White 
of Bluefieid, West Virginia, for his letter describing how 
he outwitted General George S. Fatten during the mili- 
tary maneuvers in the Carolina*. Using a haystack as an 
observation post, Sergeant White, in the Intelligence 
Section, actually trapped one of the famous military 
leader's armored divisions, and won honors for the side 
which opposed Patton in a great sham battle. All of 
which proves that, sometimes, a great general can learn 
something from a G.I. 

SIXTH PRIZE OF $25— To Mrs. M. F. Steele, of Ham- 
ilton City, California, a widow with two children, for the 
story of her brave struggle as a homesteader to save her 
family through the great Wyoming blizzard of 1918. 
Few stories of the hardships of the courageous people 
still carving their homes in the West, will equal Mrs. 
Steele's. Her fighting spirit saved her young son who 
was caught in a snowdrift and slowly freezing to death. 

SEVENTH PRIZE OF S20— To Ex-T/Sgt. Atvin A. 
Rosenblatt of 296 Hillside Avenue, Newark, New Jersey, 
for his exciting letter describing his best remembered 
war experience. On his tenth mission he jumped from 
his flaming bomber over the rocket-coast of France. A 
French farmer concealed him. Then, dressed as a civilian, 
Rosenblatt made his way to Paris on a train crowded 
with German soldiers. Hidden by underground patriots, 
he finally escaped to Spain. His adventure is a real life 
thriller which makes, the movie spy stories seem mild.
